Whoever owns the rails will be 
responsible in the civil suit approved 
Tuesday, Nov. 9 by the Boyne City city 
commission. The city wants the rails 
once used by the Boyne Valley Railroad 
taken out of street crossings now that 
the rest of the rails have been for the 
most part taken up. 

City attorney William McTaggart said 


-because “‘we have a-problem knowing 


who owns them,”’ the civil suit would be 
preferable to criminal complaint be- 
cause it leaves the designation of the 
responsible party up to the judge.

Riprapping shoreline to be 
done in East Jordan 


Riprapping of the shoreline from the 
gorner of Memorial Park over to the 
boat launch on the other side of the 
bridge will be done, city superintendent 
Mike Dionne said, as soon as the 
six-inch iron sewer line is found. 

The undetected sewer line held the 
project up originally when the park was 
renovated with the aid of a grant from 
U.S. Soil Conservation Service. 

Dionne said in a later interview, ‘‘We 
may put in an alternate pipe line.’’ 

The riprapping, paid for with S.C.S. 


aid, will help prtevent erosion, Dionne 
said. 

As for the other projects, the prelim- 
inary lighting plan for the airport is due 
in about 30 days, Dionne reported. And 
he said the splice-and-drive work on the 
city dock was complete. The rest of the 
dock reconstruction will wait on the 
water’s freezing over. - 

A third project, the on-going Tourist 
Park improvement, is, Dionne said, 
about one-third complete.

Fisheries Program for the DNR said, 
however, that small barrier dams about 
16 inches high were going to be 
necessary to prevent sea lamprey from 
going up-river to spawn. He said 
further, if people in the East Jordan 
area wanted it, the barrier could also be 
adapted to prevent chinook salmon from 
Spawning, and placed in the Jordan 
River. 

About 115 attended the meeting at 
the Civic Center, artanged by the 
Chamber to open public discussion on 
developing East Jordan as a focus for 
salmon fishing. 

Another speaker at the meeting, 
Jerry Dreihn, county extension agent in 
Manistee, noted that 10 or 15 years ago 
the Michigan economy was sufficiently 
prosperous and any effort to develop 
salmon fishing as a recreational at- 
traction, was not considered. 

But recently, Dreihn said, it was 
necessary to look at ways of increas- 
ing tourism, and salmon fishing was 
what Manistee had turned to. — 

Accotding to panel member Steve 
Shulman from the Petoskey C. of C., 
“Salmon fishing is. the. single most 
important thing we could do,’’ 

Dreihn showed slides of the Manistee 
-development, and noted the sharp, 


steep drop in. industry employment. 


"there ‘this. year.. He: estimated. that 


‘fishing brought. Manistee a total of 2% 


million dollars last year, drawing people 
from as far away as Oklahoma... i 

‘Others commented that. when salmon 

begin their spawning season in south- 


~ em Michigan, the fishing boats cover 


the lakes near-river mouths. 
‘Dreihn said the salmon are fished 

especially when they. gather in lake 

waters, sometimes for four or five 


weeks before heading upstream to 


spawn. Before that, the general con- 
jecture is, they can be anywhere in the 
lakes or Lake Michigan. 

Thus, according to Borgeson, plant- 
ing fish in Lake Charlevoix could mean 
that some could be caught by people in 
Wisconsin, but, he said, enough stay or 
return to make planting viable. He said 
a plant of a million would return about 
150,000. 

Along with the planting, a barrier 
would have to go across the Jordan, to 
prevent salmon spawning and the 
ensuing problems. One problem, Bor- 
geson noted, would not be snagging. 
Snagging is illegal now in this part of 
Michigan. The DNR. policy is to move 
toward making it illegal throughout the 
state within five years, according to 
Steve Swan of the DNR. 


Borgeson said further. that if a weir . 


went in, the DNR would strongly 
recommend that no salmon fishing be 
permitted. between the weir and the 
mouth of the river. The weir, if it is 
installed, is planned for about one-half 
mile above Rogers Bridge. The tes- 
triction. against river fishing would 
prevent trampling of the river banks. by 
shoulder-to-shoulder fishermen. 
Answering the concerns: of trout 
fishermen, . Borgeson said. the weir 
would have a passage in season for trout. 
spawning. The opening would be wide - 
enough for canoe passage also, during 
the summer when the barrier was not 


‘needed against lamprey and salmon. 
Temporary blocking of the Boyne and’ 

Bear rivers was’ also recommended to 

_ prevent the salmon spawn: With the 


planting, spawning would be. too’ heavy ‘ 
for the rivers to sustain. 
Panellist Gordon Guyer of the Mich- 


igan College of Agriculture noted that _ 


use of anti-lamprey chemical has been 


i ie ieeteaateeaea and vot Seen 


destructive to mayflies along with other 
insects and this has been hard on trout 
which feed on mayflies. 

The DNR has used the chemical 
against lampreys every three or four 
years. Borgeson said that besides being 
hard. on trout, it is also expensive, 
costing some $40,000 each time, and 
that is why they would rather go to 
lamprey barriers. 

Starting with the lamprey barrier and 
adding what would be necessary for a 
salmon weir would cost a total of up to 
about $500,000, Borgeson said. This 
would probably include an artificial 
collection pond for harvesting the 
salmon, which would die anyway at the 
conclusion of their spawning. Harvest- 
ing would be bid out and the money 


would go to support the DNR fisheries 


program, he said. 
Funding for the lamprey weir would 


come from the Great Lakes Fisheries . 
Commision. ‘The program is jointly. 


sponsored with Canada.

Long ago, before photography was 
invented, painters did the work of 
preserving grandpa’s heroic expression 
in fitting portraiture—indeed, in preser- 
ving for us, as well, even portraits of 
whole families. 

And artists were called in to ilus- 
trate books or newspapers, usually with 
engravings. 

Then came photography. And while 
photographers were doing the portraits 
and illustrations, they also bethought 
themselves of art and beauty. 

The question, ever since, has been: 
are photographers artists? 

The answer is no, they are not artists, 
and photography is not art. But wait! 
Don't get excited, dear photography 
friends, because photography is a thing 
all its own, and that, to be much 
esteemed. Here, let us go beyond its 

, aparguable (almost) value as a record- 
i keeper. 

*  Let’s talk of what photography has 
-done for sensitivity, for the apprecia- 
- tion of uniqueness and beauty. 

- How many people now can look at a 
‘scene and realize that it is worth just 
‘looking at, because they have been 
taught to do this by pictures they have 
seen in magazines. Pictures even in 
advertisements, showing the darting, 
serpent-like twigs of a tree silhouetted 
against a yellow sky. Or showing the 
humps of cobblestones, multiplied 
across the page.

Pictures in how many Wildlife Maga- 
zines of everything from a dew drop or a 
beetle to a walrus or an iceberg. 

These pictures can be compelling 
teachers. The famous photographer of 
mountains, Ansel Adams, compels one 
by his pictures to be awed by vast 
arrangements of peaks and glacier 
valleys in real life. 

Photographs teach people to apprec- 
iate the vistas and the details that they 
might otherwise have not considered to 
be wonders at all. 

Photographers are like the witch who 
opened the eyes of a king so wide that 
he nearly stepped through them. He 
never afterward wanted to go back and 
just sit on a throne. 

But photography is not art. Those 
paintings of Italian noblemen in the 
1500s or of English children in the 1700s 
and so on are really the portraits of the 
painters’ view of life, more than of the 
people who posed. The painter selects 
or omits, the painter arranges—~as no 
photographer can, even though he or 
she has been ever so discriminating in 
light, emphasis, composition, focus, 
and purpose. 

It is because the painters’ heart is 
speaking, and it is art because the 
painter can connect the heart to the 
paint brush. 

A photograph is a photograph, and 
one can perceive that even through a 
painting made from a photograph. 

But let us, nonetheless praise photo- 
graphy. It teaches us beauty. It can 
even move us emotionally. 

. There are so many beautiful pictures. 
There is such skill among. photogra- 
phers. So, let us be thankful for we are 
living in the great Age of Photography.
